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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics, with abstracts of their contents. Beginning with NL 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can creat a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained, to 
enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more easily, 
while benefitting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue of 
NL is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, 
and an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recendy developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significandy applied. The Greek 
section correlates with the broad definition of Head’s Historia Numorum. At 
the end of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts 
with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical tides are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical tide abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears, and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available, or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome, and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow. 
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The Contributing Editors listed below provide the international cooperation necessary for 
the publication of Numismatic Literature. Each Contributing Editor has assumed the responsibility 
for collecting and forwarding to the International Editor at the The American Numismatic 
Society tides and abstracts of all works of serious numismatic interest published in his area. 
In order that NL may offer the most complete, accurate, and current coverage possible, each 
author is strongly urged to prepare an abstract of his own work at the time of publication, and to send it 
to the Contributing Editor of the country in which the work was published. A guide for the preparation 
of abstracts follows the list of Contributing Editors.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The tide of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, 
or Iralian, the original tide should be followed by a translation in to one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a 
Festschrift or proceedings of a congress, the following information must also 
be given: 

3. Complete tide of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates of other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the tide is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted. 
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The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending 
upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may 
be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or is writ¬ 
ten in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, or Italian, but will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 

Non-Current Titles 

The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are removed from this control file 
as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. Title cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only. 


NOTE TO CONTRIBUTING EDITORS 

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic Literature 
should be received at the editorial office of The American Numismatic Socie¬ 
ty, Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no later than 15 
November of the preceeding year; abstracts for the September issue should 
be received no later than 15 May of the same year.

JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 16-19 illus. 

Forty coins of the Kunindas, discovered in the Ambala district of Haryana 
State, bear on their obverses the usual Brahmi legend with the name 
Amoghabhuti; on the reverse they have an entirely different Kharoshthi in¬ 
scription which the author reads as Rana Kunidas prajapati Akhyasa 
maharahjasa, containing the new name Prajapti Akhyasya. The author con¬ 
cludes that Amoghabhuti was a title while the ruler’s actual name may have 
been Prajapati Akhyasya.

290 GUPTA, P.L. Coins of Virasena. NumDig Vol. 5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 44-45 
illus. 

Square copper coins, bearing the legend Virasenasa , and generally attributed 
to Svami Virasena, are re-examined and assigned to a Mathura ruler of the 
second century BC.

291 GUPTA, P.L. A gold coin of Gujarat Sultan Muzaffar II. NumDig Vol. 
6 (1982) pp. 69-70 illus. 

The coin is dated 925 AH and is the only gold variety known for this date.

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Coins which had been assigned to Chandragupta II of the Gupta dynas¬ 
ty were incorrectly designated.

square, with a new reverse device and the Brahmi inscription Kshaharatsa 
Bhumakas, it lacks any regal title. The Kharoshthi inscription is also missing.

The obverse has three die-impressions over an original 
Agacha coin, and the reverse, likewise, features an overstruck impression.

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This criticism of the paper published earlier by M. Kumar points out 
that the legend Thakapa has been read erroneously, not philologically per¬ 
mitting its derivation from the Kapisthalas. In addition, the coins were not 
issued in the seventh century, and they belong to the Hunas.(T. L. Gupta) 


299 HEBERT, R.J. Three coin-dies of Tonk State. JAINS Vol. 4 (1981-82) 
pp. 60-63 illus. 

Two upper or hammer (tussell) dies and one lower or anvil (pile) die are 
described. The former are from 1861 AD and 1926 AD, while the latter, car¬ 
rying a barbaric and indecipherable inscription, is undated. (P.L. Gupta) 

300 HERRLI, HANS. Die Miinzstatten des indischen Mogul-Kaisers 
Akbar. [Pt. 1.] NNB Vol. 32 No. 11 (1983) pp. 314-29; [Pt. 2 ] NNB Vol. 32 
No. 12 (1983) pp. 353-63. 

The author investigates Akbar’s mint system and lists the various 
workshops. He proposes alternative identifications for some. (P.L. Ilisch) 


301 JADEJA, B.S.M. An unknown Kori of Bharmalji I of Kutch. NumDig 
Vol. 6 (1982) pp. 90-91 Ulus. 

A sUver coin bearing the full name Rao Sri Bharmalji in Nagari and that 
of Mahmud III, the Gujarat Sultan, as well as the date 995 is described. 
Some peculiarities unnoticed on other Kutch coins are also present; thus, 
the piece may have been issued on the occasion of the ruler’s coronation 
to express his gratitude towards the Mahmud. (P.L. Gupta) 


302 JHA, V.D. Recently found coins and chronology of the Nalas. JNSI 
Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 46-50 Ulus. 

Specimens of the two rulers Nandanaraja and Stambha were found at 
Kulia along with some from Arthapati and Bhavadatta of the Nala dynasty. 
The chronology of the later Nala rulers is discussed on a numismatic and 
inscriptional basis. (P.L. Gupta) 

303 KULKARNI, P.P. and GUPTA, C.S. An unique copper coin of 
Malhar Rao Holkar I. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 75-76 Ulus. 


Only (hu)Iaka(ra) can be read on the piece’s one side, and the other bears 
the Nagari numerals 1175, written in the Tughra style. The numbers may 
be a Hijra date equivalent to 1761-62 AD. On this basis, the item is assign¬ 
ed to Malhar Rao I of the Holkar ruling house. Previously, only a silver 
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coin of this regent was known.

5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 57-65 Ulus. 

An issue of about 1763 AD by an employee of Malhar Rao Holkar at Chan- 
dor became known as the Chandori rupee. Some other rupees, known after 
this coinage, are attributed to various mints. (P.L. Gupta) 

307 MAHESHWARI, K.K. Local punch-marked coins from western 
Maharashtra. NumDig Vol. 6 (1982) p. 1 Ulus. 

Three varieties of sUver specimens with four symbols, weighing in the 
proximity of 1.5 grams, are published in a continuation of the five varieties 
of similar coins presented earlier (NL 113-309). (P.L. Gupta) 

308 MAHESHWARI, K.K. New silver coin of Gautamiputra Satakarni. 
NumDig Vol. 5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 14-15 Ulus. 

A piece with a triply arched hill and Ujjain symbol, bearing the caption 
Rano Gotami...Kanisa, was probably issued by Gautamiputra Satakarni 
rather than Yajna Satakarni, as was previously believed. (P.L. Gupta) 

309 MAHESHWARI, K.K. New varieties of uninscribed cast coins of 
the Deccan. NumDig Vol. 6 (1982) p. 2 illus. 

These two varieties continue the series published by the author (see NL 
113-307). (P.L. Gupta) 


310 MIRASHI, V.V. Siva-Sri as an epithet of Satavahana kings. JNSI Vol. 
45 (1983) pp. 117-18. 
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No king in the Satavahana dynasty was named Siva-Sri since this was 
but an optioned, regnal prefix. (P.L. Gupta) 

311 MISHRA, VEENA. [Coins and terracotta seals of the rulers of the 
Sena dynasty of Tripuri.] JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 40-45 illus. Hindi text. 

Nine lead and potin coins and two terracotta seals were excavated at the 
ancient site of Tripuri. They disclose an unknown dynasty, succeeding that 
of the Bodhi; seven of the regents’ names are published. (P.L. Gupta) 

312 MITRAGOTRI, V.R. Harmal hoard of Silahara silver coins. JNSI 
Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 53-54 Ulus. 

A hoard of 100 pieces, whose average weight is 1.8 grams, was discovered 
in 1979 at Harmal in Goa. They bear a trisula (trident) on the obverse and 
the legend Sridara (the author emends this to “Shridhara”) on the reverse. 
Attributed to the period of Anantadeva of the southern Silahara family, the 
coins may have been issued to commemorate Sridar Pandit, a gatekeeper 
at the fort. (P.L. Gupta) 


313 MUKHERJEE, B.N. An interesting Scytho-Parthian coin. JNSI Vol. 
45 (1983) pp. 27-30 Ulus. 

One of the 29 Scytho-Parthian coins which were found in the Swat region 
of Pakistan and which were published earlier by G. Le Rider ( Revue de Etudes 
Gracques Vol. 80 [1967] p. 331) is presented. It depicts an enthroned female, 
the first appearance of a Scytho-Parthian queen, with the Greek inscription 
BaoiXlOOet; Gsoxponoo Maxeveq on the obverse and a standing Zeus with 
the Kharoshthi legend Rajatirajsa Mahatas Moasa. The hoard also con¬ 
tained 16 specimens of Maues with Zeus on the obverse and a winged Nike 
on the reverse. The remaining dozen pieces were assigned to Vonones and 
Spalahora. (P.L. Gupta) 


314 MUKHERJEE, B.N. Media of exchange in trade of mid-eastern In¬ 
dia (c. AD 750-1200). JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 159-65. 

The lack of Indian coinage and references to them in inscriptions and 
literature would appear to be contradictory. However, terms like dramma and 
purana may refer to coins garnered in trade. Chumi, a synonym of the two 
words, would have denoted silver dust. Regular silver coinage did exist in 
Harikela, and the region’s name is found on its coinage. (P.L. Gupta) 

315 MUKHERJEE, B.N. A variety of sUver coin of Sanbares. NumDig 
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Vol. 5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 19-22 Ulus. 

An Indo-Parthian coin bears the name of Sanbares in Pahlavik or Ar- 
casid script on the obverse but does not carry it in the Greek legend on the 
reverse. Rather, Toggidata appears there. Thus, the piece may represent 
a joint rule. (P.L. Gupta) 


316 MUKHERJEE, DOLLY. A note on some new coins of the Audum- 
baras and the Yaudheyas. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 20-22 illus. 

Two copper coins of Audumbaras, showing a previously unknown three- 
arched hill above a lion, and three of the Yaudheyas, with a new reverse type 
of a temple before a deer, are presented from the collection of the Indian 
Museum in Calcutta. (P.L. Gupta) 


317 NARASIMHA MURTHY, A.V. Coin-terms mentioned in Manaumi 
Chaupada. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 174-79. 

The numismatic expressions used in Manaumi Chaupada, a Kannada work 
composed ca. 1730 AD, are isolated and their identifications suggested.

318 NAWANI, N.P. Two copper punch-marked coins from Maihar. JAINS 
Vol. 4 (1981-82) pp. 5-6. 

Four symbols appear on the obverse of both coins, but the reverses are 
blank. Such emptiness may mean they are very old and should be placed 
in the fifth and fourth centuries BC. (P.L. Gupta) 

319 NIYOGI, ROMA. Mughisuddin Yuzabak, a review of his coins and 
career. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 180-93 Ulus. 

Silver pieces and a reference to an unpublished coin are offered, and the 
Sultan’s career is traced from numismatic and literary sources. (P.L. Gupta) 


320 OTA, S.B. A new type of Rama-tanka (Hanumana carrying moun¬ 
tain type) without legend. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 77-78 illus. 

An uninscribed brass Rama-tanka, bearing the common motif of Rama 
and Sita on the throne with three brothers as well as Hanuman on one side 
and the same personage, standing, holding a mountain, on the other, is 
presented. (P.L. Gupta) 
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321 POKHARNA, PREMLATA. A new variety of Indo-Sassanian coins. 
NumDig Vol. 6 (1982) pp. 54-57. 

Four Sassanian types of thin fabric which were discovered in Rajasthan 
are published. They may have been issued by the northwestern power which 
invaded India in the fifth century AD. (PL. Gupta) 

322 RAJA REDDY, D. New type copper coin of Ruknuddin Ibrahim 
Khilji. NumDig Vol. 6 (1982) pp. 67-69. 

The legends seen on Ruknuddin Khilji’s billon coins are read on this item; 
therefore, this may not by a new type. In addition, it may be fabricated from 
billon which gives the illusion of copper. (P.L. Gupta) 

323 RAJA REDDY, D. Some anonymous coins of Mudkal. NumDig Vol. 
6 (1982) pp. 86-89 illus. 

Some anonymous copper coins originating from Mudkal, a town in the 
Raichur district, Andhra Pradesh, are described. They may have been struck 
by local sarafs during the uncertain period following the Mughal occupa¬ 
tion of the town’s fort in 1097 AH. (P.L. Gupta) 


324 REDDY, B. MURLIDHAR. Four Satavahana coins from Ujjain. 
JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 31-35. 

Half of the four coins are of the elephant and tree-in-railing type in cop¬ 
per and carry the Ujjain symbol above the pachyderm on the obverse. Their 
legends are unidentifiable. A silver coin is attributed to Vasisthiputra 
Pulumavi and is the sixth portrait type of the king reported thus far. A potin 
coin relates to Siri Sarakarni and is of elephant and Ujjain type.(7?Z,. Gupta) 

325 RICHARDS, J.F. Outflows of precious metals from early Islamic In¬ 
dia. Precious Metals in the Later Medieval and Early Modem Worlds. (Edited by 
J.F. Richards. Durham, North Carolina, Carolina Academic Press 1983) pp. 
183-205. 

The author disputes the theory that excessive hoarding accounted for the 
steady streaming into India of gold and silver. Rather, a favorable balance 
of trade and the great demand for the subcontinent’s goods as well as its 
sophisticated economy explain the abundance of precious metal. 


326 ROBINSON, MICHAEL. Bodawpaya’s introduction of coinage in¬ 
to Burma. NCirc Vol. 91 No. 6 (July 1983) pp. 185-87 illus. 
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During 1796-97 the East India Company in Calcutta was responsible for 
supplying minting machinery, dies, and copper and silver coins to King 
Bodawpaya of Burma. The correspondence concerning the transaction is 
presented, and all known specimens are listed. (Author) 

327 SANKARANARAYANA, N. Tamilnadu and Sri Lanka numismatic 
evidence. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 55-56. 

A hoard of 26 coins of impure gold found in the village Sayamalai 
highlights the cultural relations between Tamilnad and Sri Lanka. A Ceylon- 
man adorns the pieces’ obverse, and a seated figure with the Nagari cap¬ 
tion Lanka Vibhu is on the reverse. Two other lots, one of 42 gold pieces 
from the Tanjore district and the other numbering 37 from the Tirunalveli 
district shows that they also originated in Sri Lanka. (P.L. Gupta) 


328 SETHI, R.K. A coin-die of Sultan Alauddin Muhammad Shah II 
of Delhi Sultanate. JAINS Vol. 4 (1981-82) p. 64 Ulus. 

A lower or anvU die for a billon coin of Muhammad Khilji of Delhi is 
described. (P.L. Gupta) 


329 SHAMSUL, HOSSAIN. On a coin of Arakan found in Chittagong. 
JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 72-74 Ulus. 

A silver piece was found at the coast of Banskhali in south Bangladesh. 
It bears Kalima in Persian and Prathana Raja in Bengali on the obverse, 
whUe the reverse carries a Burmese legend. The name “Prathana raja” is 
a Bengali form of a Burmese name. (P.L. Gupta) 

330 SHARMA, SAVITA. Damaru-shaped coins from Kausambi. Num- 
Dig Vol. 5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 1-3 Ulus. 

Ten cast coppers are published and divided into two categories: Class I, 
containing three varieties, is based on the change of the reverses’ symbols. 
Class II is constituted of seven coins from a single variety. (P.L. Gupta) 


331 SHARMA, SAVITA. Early cast copper coins from Kausambi. Num- 
Dig Vol. 5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 4-11 illus. 

The types were previously unpublished. (P.L. Gupta) 

332 SHARMA, SAVITA. An uninscribed coin of Sri Lanka. NumDig Vol. 
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6 (1982) pp. 10-11 Ulus. 

The piece was earlier ascribed to northern India. (P.L. Gupta) 

333 SHARMA, SAVITA and TIWARI, M.N. Siva on Kushana coins. 
JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 134-49. 

Siva is depicted in theriomorphic and anthropomorphic forms. All his 
traditional attributes, except the serpent, appear with him, but some of the 
numismatic iconography, such as the three faces, crescent, damaru, tiger- 
skin, antelope, and noose, are not present in contemporary art. Thus, Siva 
icons on Kushan coinage are both traditional and iconoclastic. The 
distinguishing features of various deities were amalgamated into one, and 
the god is called Oesho on these coins. (P.L. Gupta) 


334 SHASTRI, A.M. An interesting silver coin of Yajna Satakarni. Num- 
Dig Vol. 5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 16-18 illus. 

Only one portrait piece of this variety was known heretofore: the arched 
hill and Ujjain symbols appear respectively on the left and right, while on 
the common coins, these positions are reversed. (P.L. Gupta) 

335 SHASTRI, A.M. More coins of Vijayanandin. NumDig Vol. 6 (1982) 
pp. 17-25 illus. 

Specimens from another hoard of the Magha coins are published. Vi¬ 
jayanandin ruled either before or after the Maghas. (PL. Gupta) 


336 SIDDIQUI, A.H. Some Bahmani copper coins. NumDig Vol. 6 (1982) 
pp. 71-73 illus. 

Three coppers of Firoz Shah and two of Ahmad Shah I are described. 
They are different from those known earlier. (PL. Gupta) 

337 SIDDIQUI, A.H. Two silver coins of the Sultans of Bengal. NumDig 
Vol. 5 Pt. 2 (1981) pp. 49-50 Ulus. 

One of the pieces, belonging to Jalal Shah, is dated 968 AH, and the other 
of Daud Shah, is of the year 975 AH. They disclose earlier dates than those 
known thus far for their issuers. (PL. Gupta) 


338 SINGH, A.N. The rhinoceros-slayer type of Kumaragupta I and its 
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significance. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 150-51. 

The author reviews various suggestions about the meaning of this motif 
on the gold coins of Kumaragupta I. He also maintains that the present 
habitat of the rhino, different from that of the past, should not be taken as 
the basis for the deduction that the king occupied Kathiawar and that Nepal 
is the location of the forest. (P.L. Gupta) 


339 SINGH, J.R On the identification of the Chaturdasa devata on a coin 
of Ratnamanikya. JAINS Vol. 4 (1981-82) pp. 49-51. 

An inscription on a silver coin of Tripura calls King Ratnamanikya the 
worshipper of fourteen deities. The gods are represented by fourteen ver¬ 
tical lines, corresponding to fourteen tribal divinities. (P.L. Gupta) 


340 SINGH, O.P. An inscribed gold punch-marked coin. JNSI Vol. 45 
(1983) pp. 13-15 Ulus. 

A piece which is reputed to have been found in the district of Azamgarh, 
Uttar Pradesh, is published. (P.L. Gupta) 


341 SINGH, O.P. Unique obverse device of gold coins of Huvishka. JAINS 
Vol. 4 (1981-82) pp. 17-21 illus. 

The king depicted on five coins holds in his right hand a Kukkuta-dhvaja 
(cock-standard). Huvishka is assumed to be represented here as Skanda- 
Kartikeya. (P.L. Gupta) 


342 SIRCAR, D.C. Chronogram on a Kachari coin. NumDig Vol. 6 (1982) 
pp. 194-95. 

A date in chronogrammatic form on a coin of King Nirbhaya Narayana 
is interpreted as Bhrakecha(tu)rgau, which, when decoded, is Saka 1470, the 
thirteenth year of the king’s reign. (P.L. Gupta) 


343 SIRCAR, D.C. and ACHARJEE, J. Three silver coins from Tripura. 
JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 69-71 Ulus. 

Coinage of the Kachari kings Nirbhaya Narayana, dated Saka 1451, and 
Yasonarayana, dated Saka 1502, as well as one of the Koch king 
Naranarayana, dated Saka 1477, are described. (P.L. Gupta) 
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344 SOHONI, S.V. Attribution of Kacha-type coin. JAINS Vol. 4 (1981-82) 
pp. 23-27. 

The name Kacha on a coin issued by Samudragupta denotes that he was 
the descendent of the Gupta dynasty’s founder, Ghatotkacha. That Kacha 
and Bhasma are synonymous is disputed. (PL. Gupta) 


345 SOHONI, S.V. The Kandhar hoard of the Mughal coins. JAINS Vol. 
4 (1981-82) p. 52. 

Nineteen gold Mughal coins were found with two circular amulets at Kan- 
dhgar in eastern Hyderabad State. Two were of Akbar; one each came from 
Shahjahan and Aurangzeb; a couple belonged to Farrukhsiyar and to Shah 
Alam I; seven to Muhammad Shah and four to Alamgir II.(P.L. Gupta) 


346 SOHONI, S.V. The repousse pieces of Mahendraditya.yV57 Vol. 45 
(1983) pp. 152-58. 

The pieces, which scholars considered to have been issued by Kumaragupta 
I or by local rulers, are not coins at all but only putlis. (P.L. Gupta) 


347 SUBBA REDDY, V.V. A copper coin of Chola King Raja Raja the 
Great. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) pp. 57-58 Ulus. 

Of Ceylon-man type, with the name Rajaraja, the copper was found in 
the Rayunipeta village in Parakasam district. (PL. Gupta) 


348 SUBBA REDDY, V.V. A gold pagoda of English East India Com¬ 
pany. JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) p. 79 illus. 

A three-swami pagoda, of a well known type, is published.("PL. Gupta) 


349 SURANA, PUKHRAJ J. Coins of Sirohi State. NumDig Vol. 5 Pt. 
2 (1981) pp. 54-56 Ulus. 

The hitherto unpublished coppers and a silver medallion are presented.

350 TIWARI, S.P. Madavike: A Bhagilaya (the earliest inscribed coin).

JNSI Vol. 45 (1983) 
pp. 36-39 illus. 

The stater, previously published by Sarojini Kulareshtha (see NL 113-304), 
carries the bust of the king on the obverse and OESHO on the reverse.

352 WALI KHAN, M.A. Silver coins of Ruknuddin Ibrahim Shah Khal- 
ji.

They are part of a lot 
numbering 24 coins of the Delhi Sultans, kept in the Birla Museum, 
Hyderabad. Only two coins of this ruler in this metal were formerly known.

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PREFACE 


Numismatic Literature is a semiannual survey of current publications in or 
related to numismatics, with abstracts of their contents. Beginning withA^L 
79 (December 1967), bibliographic information and abstracts have been sub¬ 
mitted by an international board of contributing editors, each of whom col¬ 
lects material published in his country. The contents and quality of NL reflect 
the participation of this editorial board and of individual scholars, whose 
cooperation can creat a truly comprehensive bibliographic tool. 

The revisions in format introduced in NL 81 have been maintained, to 
enable each reader to find and use material in his own field more easily, 
while benefltting from work published in peripheral fields. Each issue of 
NL is now paged separately, rather than consecutively within each issue, 
and an abstract can therefore be identified by the number together with the 
abstract number, for example, 81-1. Most entries are grouped under broad 
cultural, geographical, or typological sections. In addition, the section 
Technology and Methodology lists works in which recendy developed techni¬ 
ques for numismatic study are described or significantly applied. The Greek 
section correlates with the broad definition of Head’s Historia Numorum. At 
the end of each section is a list of numbered cross references to abstracts 
with related material in other sections. 

Author and subject indices are published at the back of each issue. The 
author index does not include references to the reviews, which are themselves 
alphabetically arranged by author. The hoard list is a separate list of abstracts 
in which reference is made to coin hoards. 

Periodical tides are abbreviated whenever possible. A cumulative list of 
periodical title abbreviations is published in the March issue of even- 
numbered years. Intervening issues contain a cumulative list of additions. 
In this way, the list should become a record of the periodical publications 
in many fields in which numismatic material appears, and a convenient com¬ 
pilation of abbreviations for scholars. 

Although NL is a bibliography of current publications, an effort is being 
made to include notices of somewhat older publications which are not readily 
available, or are published in languages which readers are not likely to know, 
and which were not discovered until the institution of the international board 
of contributing editors. 

Comments and suggestions for improvement are welcome, and may be 
addressed to the International Editor at the American Numismatic Society. 
The Editor thanks all those who have contributed to NL and hopes that par¬ 
ticipation will continue to grow.

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GUIDE FOR ABSTRACTORS 


Entries in Numismatic Literature generally consist of two parts, the bibliographic 
information and the abstract. 

Bibliographic Information 

All entries must include the following information: 

1. The full name(s) of the authors) 

2. The tide of the publication in the original language, but in the Roman 
alphabet. If the publication is not written in English, French, German, 
or Iralian, the original title should be followed by a translation in to one 
of these languages. 

If the publication is an article in a journal, the following information must 
also be given: 

3. Volume and/or issue number 

4. Date of the journal 

5. Date of publication, if it is different from the date of the journal 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is an article in a book of collected works, such as a 
Festschrift or proceedings of a congress, the following information must also 
be given: 

3. Complete title of the collection 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Page numbers on which the article appears 

7. Number of plates of other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the publication is a book, the following information must also be given: 

3. Edition number and editor’s name, if any 

4. Place of publication and name of the publisher 

5. Date of publication 

6. Total number of pages 

7. Number of plates or other illustrations, maps, diagrams, etc. 

If the content of the publication is general in nature and does not include 
specific information or arguments which should be brought to the reader’s 
attention, and the title is fully descriptive of the contents, the bibliographic 
information alone may be given and the abstract omitted.

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The Abstract 

Definition. An abstract is a concise, objective summary or description of 
the content of a publication. It is different from a review in that an abstract 
does not offer critical comment or additions to the original work. 

Length. Abstracts may be from about 50 to 200 words in length, depending 
upon the importance or complexity of the publication. A long abstract may 
be desirable when the original publication is not readily available or is writ¬ 
ten in a language most readers are not likely to know. 

Style and Language. Abstracts should be written in complete sentences. They 
may be submitted in English, French, German, or Italian, byt will be 
published in English. All abstracts must include the typewritten, full name 
of the abstractor. 

Non-Current Titles 

The International Editor of Numismatic Literature maintains a control file, 
grouped by country of publication, of all new title cards entered into the 
Society’s library card catalogue. Cards are removed from this control File 
as the relevant titles are received from the Contributing Editors. Tide cards 
in the control file are published as they become three years old in order to 
prevent omission of these titles. Publication of such entries is necessarily 
limited to bibliographical information only.

Abstracts intended for publication in the March issue of Numismatic Literature 
should be received at the editorial office of The American Numismatic Socie¬ 
ty, Broadway at 155th Street, New York, NY 10032, no later than 15

A very small number of extant specimens, made in Rome 
and bearing imperial portraits, appear to have been produced for specific 
imperial distributions: for instance, the family portrait tesserae issued by 
Claudius in AD 41 and another series which celebrated his Britannic triumph 
in AD 44. New issues in each of these series are presented and various later 
imperial portrait tokens are catalogued and discussed. Among provincial 
tesserae attention is given to a small series of Egyptian issues whose inscrip¬ 
tions suggest that they were used as receipts for taxes.

Almost five 
hundred tokens of recorded provenance and known stratigraphy, mainly 
found within London, have been examined in greater metrological detaU 
and 234 have had their chemical compositions determined by the X-ray 
fluorescent technique. 

During the thirteenth century, tokens were made in pewter and bore pic¬ 
torial designs. They were probably issued under ecclesiastical authority. With 
the rise of the merchant classes in the early fourteenth century, cheaper 
derivatives of the early models were made in lead—secular products under¬ 
cutting the church monopoly. All later specimens of the period under discus¬ 
sion were also made in lead. The middle of the fourteenth century saw a 
period of change, probably reflecting the social and economic upheaval of 
the Black Death. The earlier preference for pictures became obsolete and 
subsequent tokens are characterized by a range of geometric and floral 
designs.
